PROVINCIAL PREMIERS IN 
OTTAWA NOW 


Ottawa, June 7.—The provincial 
premiers met in private conference 
here this morning in the public 
school board building. The meeting 
was for the purpose of fixing the 
agenda for the conference which 
probably wil! last several days. 

The premiers of all the provinces 
E. Brownlee of Alberta. All are in 
are to be present, except Premier J. 
Ottawa this morning, except Prem- 
ier John Oliver of British Columbia, 
and Premier Taschereau of Quebec, 
who are expected during the day. 

A preliminary agenda has been ar- 
ranged by correspondence and cen- 
tres around the questions of succes- 
sion duties, fields of taxation and 
provincial subsidies from the federal 
government, 

The central purpose of the confer- 
ence is unofficially said to be provin- 
cial economy and by means of the 
mecting in the next few days it is 
hoped to arrive at some program by 
which provincial taxes will not over- 
lap. 

The matter of succession duties is 
particularly acute. Estates other 
than real estate, are sometimes 
twice heavily taxed, once by the 
province in which the estate is, and 
a second time by the province in 
which the heir resides. It is felt 
that there must be some readjurt- 
ment in these cases. 

Prince Edward Island is anxious 
to secure a larger subsidy from the 
federal government and Premier 
Stewart will probably bring this 
subject before the conference and 
ask their support in the matter. 

The representatives from the Al- 
berta government are expected dur- 
ing the day. 

At this morning’s session it was 
agreed that the conference would 
not be open to the press and the 
public. A press committee would 
give information at the conclusion 
of each session. : 

Those attending the conference 
were entertained at luncheon today 
by Premier Ferguson of Ontario. 


VOTE OF $3,000,00 FOR HUDSON 
BAY RAILWAY 


Ottawa, June 9.—When the vote 
of $3,000,00 for the Hudson Bay 
Railway was again taken up in com- 
mittee of the whole yesterday after- 
noon, C,.A. Dunning, minister of 
railways and canals, announced that 
this money would be used for the 
purpose of putting into shape the 
line from The Pas, Man., to Keitle 
Rapids, which is 98 miles from Port 
Nelson on the Hudson Bay. 

Mr. Dunning said it was estimated 
that it would take a total of $6,153,- 
000 to put into operation the Hudsen 
Bay Railway from The Pas to Port 
Nelson. The present item would 
put into shape for operation the 
Akisting 3822 miles from The Pas 
to Kettle Rapids, which had steel 
upon it. A further sum, it wag 
estimated, of $3,153,00 would be 
the cost of finishing the line to Nel- 
son and The Pas, including railway 
terminals only at Port Nelson. 

The cost of harbor works at Port 
Nelson, including elevator accommo- 
dation to the extent of four million 
bushels, which, he pointed out, had 
not been decided upon, and accom- 
modations for ten ships were; 
estimated at $20,200,800, |

BARON BYNG 


London, June 8.—It is officially 
announced today that Lord Willing- 
don has been appointed Goverfior- 
Genera] of Canada, as previously 
forecast by the British United Press. 


The official announcement of the 
appointment of Lord Willingdoa 
tends as follows: 


“His Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to approve the appointment 
Willingdon, G.C.S.L., 
G.C.LE., G.B.E., to be Governor- 
General of Canada, in succession to 
Lord Byng cf Vimy, whose term of 


| office will shortly expire.” 


Long Diplomatic Career 


Lord Willingdon, who has had a 
long parliamentary and diplomatic 
career, has been prominently men- 
tioned for the governor-generaiship 
for some time and has long been re- 
garded as the most probable ap- 
pointee. 


It has previously been ascertained 
that his appointment would be ac- 
ceptable to Canadian authorities.

governor of Victoria in 1895, and en- 
tered home politics in 1900, when he 
become Liberal member of parlia- 
ment for Hastings, England.
